CHICAGO, June 25.—The schooner Ra- 


cine, whose crew rescued the survivors 
of the C'-amplain disaster, arrived hers 
last evening. At the time the Charo plain 
caught fire, the Racine was lying along- 
side a pier six miles from Charlevoix. 
Captain Hanson woke up, saw the burn- 
ingsteamer and sent part of his crew in a 
yawl to rescue the perishing passengers.

the beach to an old flshboat, 


launched it and staited for the wreck. 
The boat had not been used for a long 
time and leaked. When about half way out 
to the Champlai n, Captain Hanson came 
across a younp woman who was swim- 
ming towards shore With a child. This 
was Miss Mary Wakefield, of Charlevoix. 
Sho had jumpod overboard from 
the 


burning steamer with the six-year-old 
daughter of Captain Kehoe clasped iu her 
arms. 
Grasping a broken fender she 


clung to it, and seizing the clothing o£ the 
child in her teeth, she bravely swam 
ashore. Captain Hanson says she is the 
pluckiest woman ho ever saw in his life. 
When he started to take her and the ehild 
into his boat, she told him to hurry

take care of herself. She rearhei shore 
in safety, and when another of tho ship- 
wrecked passengers was taken from the 
boat in an almostfronan condition and laid 
upon the beach, she look off her flannel 
undersKirt and wrapped it round him.

BARN-YARD MANURE. 


How to Store It to M to lupprora Ite Qual- 


ity and Prevent I.OM. 


A very large proportion of the raa- 


turc made on Western farms is wasted. 
Much of it la washed into the streams 
and drains and is lost. A considerable 


roportlon of the nitrogen it contains 
lecomes volatile during the process ol 
ennentation and passes into the air. 
Much of the manure that is thrown in- 
to heaps as when it is pitched out ol 
he windows and doors of stables be- 
omes lirefanged and is rendered al- 
most valueless as a fertilizer. 
Ammo- 


lia was formed in it, but it was driven 
iff by the heat. Little remains in il 
>ut carbon and mineral substances. 
The wasting and deterioration of ma< 
nure go on faster during the summei 
.ban in winter. That which accumu- 
ales in heaps fat-comes lirefanged, and 
hat which is spread over-the ground 
wconies dry and hard. The droppings 
of cattle that ar» long exposed to the 
action of the sun aud wind contaiu tit- 
le but woody fiber. Tourists and him- 
,ers who go over the great Western 
ilaios use buffalo dung for cooking 
heir food, and find that it gives off 
very little odor while burning. 
Dung 


that has become dry enough to burn is 
1 little value an a fertilizer for most 
tinds of land. It will remain in dry 
soils in the form of hard lumps unless 
considerable labor is spent in pulver- 
zing it. 


Manure made during the winter in 


this part of the country is not likely to 
be injured by heating. 
If it accumu- 


lates in the feeding yard or is thrown 
out of stables it generally become! 
frozen, and remains in that condition 
till the next spring, when it is hauled 
into the lie Ids. Much of it ia likely to 
be washed away during the heavy win- 
ter rains, but little will be lost by evap- 
oration. The crude manure, consist- 
ing of dung, urine, the bedding ot 
horses and cattle, and the coarse foddct 
which they refuse to eat, is not in 11 
suitable condition to apply to land de- 
signed to produce most kinds of food 
crops. The dung itself is too rank 
tu apply tu land intended to pro- 
duce small grain, 
beans, potatoes 


or roots. It will be likely to impart « 
bad flavor to crops that grow in tha 
•oil. It will stimulate the production 
of stalks and leaves rather than grain. 
It will produce u luxuriant growth o) 
clover and of most.kiiids of grass, but 
they will not be relished by cattle eithei 
in the green or dry state. It is bettei 
for corn than any cultivated crop. Tha 
rejected foiidpr and bedding 'that are 
mixed with the dung will be of little 01 
no usu to any crop till they remain in 
the soil long enough to become rotted. 
Ordinarily they will be of no value to 
crops raised ou the land the same sea- 
.sou they are applied. 


Ordinary baru-yartt manure, com- 


posed of liiu tiling of cattle and horses, 
the litter used for bedding them, and 
the fuddcr they have rejected, should 
be thoroughly mixed, fennented aud 
rotted before it is applied to land de- 
signed to produce food crops. 
These 


chemical changes should be brought 
about under conditions that, will pre- 
vent waste by evaporation or washing. 
They should proceed slowly, so thai 
littlu heat will be produced. 
Con 


siderablu moisture is necessary to fa- 
cilitate rotting and retard chemical ac- 
tion or fermentation. Air should not be 
allowed to freely circulate through the 
mass, as it will raise the heat to such it 
degree as tn produce lire-fanging. The 
dung of horses and the litter used in 
their stalls for bedding will quickly 
heat during \\iirm weather it' they are 
thrown into heaps by thninselves. 
It 


is bettet tu have them mixed with the 
dung of cattle, us the latter will help 
keep the former moist and will also help 
exclude the air. The pressure pro- 
duced by u large pile of in a nu ro is 
favorable to slow decomposition and 
the prevention of loss by evaporation. 
A largo heap, however, unless located 
on a low piece of ground and protected 
from the sun aud wind, is unfavorable 
to the retention of moisture. Sods 
placed with the gross sides against a 
manure heap will be of great value 
in helping 
retain 
moisture. 
The 


closer the manure is packed the bet- 
ter will tl,e rutting proceed and the 
smaller will !>«• the volatile substances. 
Soap-suds, iliali-vvatei. urine anil the 
water 
thai 
luetimuliites 
in 
low

it. They assist in decomposing the dry 
materials in the heap and contain much 
valuable fertili/.ino; material. 
It is 


ofton practical to conduct water from 
the eaves-trough nf the barn so as to 
keep a manure heap moist, but care 
should be taken not to allow too much 
to run upon it anil cause it to wash 
away. 


Experiment made in Eastern coun- 


tries show that an excavation like a 
subterranean silo is best for the pre- 
servation and decomposition of mixed 
manure. In such a place it is not 
washed by the rain or drie«l by the sun 
and wind, and the free circulation ol 
the air is prevented, while it is easily 
kept moist. 
In some places manure is 


allowed to accumulate on the Boor of 
stables until it is sever.il feet (hick, 
when it, is piled out of duors to decom- 
pose. 
Litter is used to absorb the 


urine, and these, with the dung arc 
trodden hard by the cattle and horses. 
It is evident that all the manure is 
*aved by adopting this course, which 
is recommended b} some'foreign writers 
on agriculture, who claim that the ani- 
mals suffer no injury from standing ou 
this mass of litter and excrements. 
Cellar' under the stables where horses 
and cattle are kept are excellent for 
preserving and 
decomposing 
their 


manure, but their inlliience on the 
health of the animal* and the fodder 
stored for their use is certainly unfa- 


vorable. A somewhat damp barn-yard 
in which hogs run, and where they 
root over litter and mix the dung of 
cattle and horses, is favorable to mak- 
ing manure, but the gain in fertili/ing 
material is probably obtained at a loss 
in the condition of the animals kept in 
such a place. With a scraper and 
shovel the manure can be removed to 
a part of the .yard where it will decom- 
pose under the most favorable condi- 
tions, and where its presence will not 
interfere with the comfort of stock. It 
can often be piled in a corner to excel- 
lent advantage. A strong fence will 
furnish support on two sides, and a 
wall of stones or sods can keep it m 
place on the other sides. 
Every mom- 


ing after the cows are milked their 
droppings can be thrown into this re- 
ceptacle, and the remainder of the yard 
kept neit and clean.—Chicago Timei.

A Veteran'* RemlnUcencen of the Terrible 


War of 186B.

After burying the dead around 
Redwood we came back by the way of 
where the man lived and found the 
bodies of his wife and daughters as he 
had'said.
